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‘Best Mother’s Day’ 
for captive’s mom

CLEVELAND The mother of Gina Dejesus cel- 
ebrated the “best Mother’s Day” ever Sunday 
after her daughter was freed with three other 
captives last week from a long imprisonment 
in a Cleveland home. 

Dejesus, 23, Amanda Berry 27, and Berry’s 
6 -year-old daughter were welcomed into their 
family homes last week after an escape and 
rescue May 6 from the dungeon-like house. 

“This is the best Mother’s Day I could ever 
have,” said Nancy Ruiz when asked by a re- 
porter last week how this year’s celebration of 
motherhood would differ from those during 
the nine years her daughter was missing after 
she vanished while walking home from junior 
high school. 

Mother’s Day has a changed meaning for 
Berry, who during 10 years in captivity lost 
her mother and conceived and bore her own 
child, who DNA indicates was fathered by 
accused kidnapper Ariel Castro, police and 
prosecutors said. 

There was no homecoming for the fourth 
captive, Michelle Knight, 32, the longest- 
held, who slipped into seclusion after being 
released from a hospital Friday She shunned 
hospital visits from family members, some of 
whom believed she was a runaway when she 
disappeared 11 years ago after losing custody 
of her young son, her grandmother said. 

The Cuyahoga County prosecutor is seek- 
ing murder charges, which could carry the 
death penalty against Castro, 52, a former 
school bus driver who police said induced 
several miscarriages by beating and starving 
Knight. 

Castro is being held on $8 million bail on 
charges he kidnapped and raped the three 
women while keeping them locked up in a 
rundown Cleveland home stocked with ropes 
and chains.

Brothers: We had no idea

When Ariel Castro was arrested last week 
on charges of kidnapping and raping three 
women for more than a decade in his Cleve- 
land home, police also detained his two 
brothers, showing their mug shots to the 
world. 

Police released Pedro and Onil Castro a 
few days later, saying neither man had any- 
thing to do with the alleged abductions and 
torture of Amanda Berry, Gina Dejesus and 
Michelle Knight. 

The men, both in their 50s, are in hid- 
ing in an undisclosed location, as are other 
family members, including their 71-year-old 


mother. The brothers said their homes have 
had rocks thrown through the windows and 
they have been receiving death threats on- 
line. 

In an exclusive interview with CNN, 
which took place outside Cleveland, the 
Castro brothers said they are grateful the 
three girls are finally free and safe, but they 
are haunted by missing clues and hunted by 
the media. 

Unable to go home, they say they are 
trapped for something they didn’t do. And 
they worry that people will always believe 
that they played a role. 

‘Absolutely” Onil Castro said. 

“Yes,” Pedro Castro said. 

Their friends, they said, cannot fathom 
them doing anything like that. 

‘And the people out there that know me, 
they know that Onil Castro is not that per- 


son and has nothing to do with that. Would 
never even think of something like that,” he 
said, referring to the allegations against his 
brother, Ariel. 

“I was a very liked person, individual. I’ve 
never had any enemies. No reason for any- 
body to think that I would ever do some- 
thing like that. It’s a shock to all my friends. 
They couldn’t believe it,” Onil Castro said. 

“Same,” said Pedro Castro. “I couldn’t 
never think of doing anything like that. If 
I knew that my brother was doing this ... I 
would not be, not— in a minute, I would call 
the cops because that ain’t right. 

“But yeah, it’s going to haunt me down 
because people going to think, yeah, Pe- 
dro got something to do with this and Pe- 
dro don’t have nothing to do with this. If I 
knew, I would have reported it, brother or 
no brother.”

maximizing security and creating a friendly 
and fun environment for customers. 

Hugan, 33, of Park Ridge, stresses that club 
safety needs to be subtle to be effective. “We 
have contingency plans for if there’s a shoot- 
ing or a fire, or mace in the building,” he said. 

Bevy has four to seven security guards in 
'he club whenever it’s open, for a ratio of one 
to every 50 patrons, Hugan said. If it needs to 
be evacuated, “We open up the exits as quick- 
ly as possible,” he said. “We have ramps so you 
Can run straight down and come out.” 

Hugan said Bevy sees one fight between 
patrons every two months on average, a rela- 
tively low rate. 

Bevy guards wear suits, instead of the stan- 
dard black T-shirts that are like a uniform for 
many nightlife workers, in part to send the 
message that they don’t expect trouble. “We’re 
not aggressive to the point where you can’t 
come up to us and ask us something,” he said. 
“We don’t want to come off as attitude-ish.”

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Paramore powers up

REDEYE SOUND BOARD 

The question prompted by the remarkably 
underwhelming array of (repeat) Lolla head- 
liners for the upcoming festival is, “Where 
are all the headliner-caliber rock bands that 
have never played Lolla and, you know, are 
actually good?” 

At Thursday’s sold-out Chicago Theatre 
show, Paramore had the answer. Tiny Hayley 
Williams is leading a giant revolution, shoot- 
ing sweet darts into the hearts and lungs of 
fans who belt out every cathartic word. 

“Chicago, you’re making us blush up here,” 
the singer said in response to the extremely 
enthusiastic crowd. 

At times the 24-year-old Williams, whose 
half-orange, half-pink hair mirrors the band’s 
aggression underscored by vulnerability bare- 
ly needed to sing, and she knew when to let 
the fans have their moment. During “Now,” 
a fantastic track from the band’s terrific, 
chart-topping new album, Williams wailed, 
“If there’s a future, we want it,” and let the 
crowd howl, “Now!” If that’s not an anthem 
for a generation, I don’t know what is. 

Expanded to a sextet on stage, the Tennes- 
see trio represents the rare female-fronted 
rock band whose dynamic presence out front 
blends perfectly with the equally effective mu- 
sic behind her. Paramore is just flat-out fun. 

During the 95-minute set, seamless transi- 
tions between albums highlighted the depth 
and catchiness of the group’s catalog— among 


many highlights, “Misery Business,” “Looking 
Up” and “Whoa” were standouts — while sam- 
pling intelligently from the new self-titled re- 
cord, which only gets better on repeat listens. 
The audience filled in for the gospel choir on 
‘Ain’t It Fun,” while a handful of members 
selected from the masses happily sang ‘Ankle- 
biters” on stage as Williams encouraged every- 
one in the venue to dismiss self-consciousness 
and party in a safe, judgment-free space. In 
fact, Williams’ voice isn’t extraordinary and 
she’s exposed in ballads like the just-OK“The 
Only Exception.” 

The show’s energy also dipped on the rare 
occasion she just stood at the mic and sang, 
as she did on “Let the Flames Begin.” Other- 
wise, Paramore played with force and focus, 
making good use of lights, background video 
and streamers/confetti falling from the ceil- 
ing. Not that they needed it— with material 
this solid and a fanbase this passionate, the 
“Looking Up” refrain of “We’re just getting 
started” still sounds true four years later. 

As for the 40 -minute opening set by L.A. 
dance-rockers Kitten, I can’t wait until their 
writing catches up with their performance. 
Singer Chloe Chaidez is explosive and even 
aggressive, her antics ranging from spontane- 
ously sitting on an unwitting security guard’s 
shoulders to frequently smacking the backing 
musicians cranking out songs that sometimes 
sound like the Joy Formidable bowing to the 
’80s and losing the hooks during their trip
